cost of transportation to and from 
Porto Rico, hence there is profit to be 
derived in this transaction, for by 
showing a bill of lading, a New York 
merchant can readily sell his coffee on 
board, s genuine Porto Ico coffee. 
Collector of Customs Cruzen said:

“There is no way for the customs au- 


thorities to prevent the shipment of 
Brazilian coffee as Porto Rico coffee, 
but those who do that are enemies of 
the commerce of the island and the 
practice should be stamped out as 
quiekly as possible.“ 

The next Legislative Assembiy of 
Porto Rico, Which meets January 12, 
will doubtless enact a law to protect 
Porto Rican coffee and tobacco by 
having it bear identification grade 
stamps before shipment.

MAKE BRIBERY EXTRADITABLE. 


Steps have been taken by the State 
irtment looking to the making of 
ry an extraditable offense with 
foreign powers. The need of more ef- 
fective treaties covering this crime is 
manifest. The exposures prosecu- 
tions of official corruption in St. Louis, 
Mo., and other cities and States have 
resulted in a number of givers and 
takers of bribes becoming fugitives in 
foreign lands. Bribery has not been 
included in extradition treaties here- 
tofore, as the necessity for it has not 
hile there may have been as 
much official corruption in former 
years, there has been more developed 
and brought to light in the immediate 
past than in the preceding century of 
our country’s history. It should be the 
policy of the United States to leave no 
place on earth where a corrupt man 
fleeing from this country can rest in 
peace. There is no reason why bribery 
should not be included in all treaties 
as extraditable. The recent amended 
treaty with Mexico, whereby this crime 
was put in the list of ¢xtraditable or- 
fenses, has established a salutary 
precedent in this regard. Under this 
treaty the State Department has asked, 
and Mexico has 22 extradi- 
tion of one of the St. Louis bribe givers. 

There can be no crime more us 
than bribery. Other offenses violate 
one law while corruption strikes at the 
foundation of all law. Under our form 
of 8 all authority is vested 
in the people and by them delegated to 
those who represent them in cial 
capacity.

President of the Company Apparently 

Does Not Know Much About that 

Million and Tells Less than He Knows.

J. Ogden Armour did not 
know if Armour & Co., of which firm

Mr. Armour re- 
crossed his legs, which hed become 
twisted around his chair leg, fingered 
the Roman gold stud on ‘his shirt 
bosom, breathed deeply, and said: 
“While I have no special objection to 
answering, I didn’t know that the en- 
tire business methods of Armour & 
Co. were to be investigated here.“ 

“Then you refuse to answer?” ar- 
dently inquired Attorney Bach.

The witness said thet Armour & Co. 
had made large loans to Watson and 
the Porter Brothers’ Co., though he did 
not know how much or for what pur- 
pose.

The course of ‘events has shown 
that this cana! cannot be built by 
private enterprise, or by any 
nation than our own, therefore it 
must be built by the United States. 

Every effort has been made by the 
government of the United States to 
persuade Colombia to follow a course 
which was essentially not only to our 
interests and to the interests of the 
world, but to the--ititerests of Co- 
lombia itself. These efforts have 
fa.ed; and Colombia, by der per- 
sistence in repulsing the advances 
that have been made, has forced us, 
for the sake of our own honor, and 
of the interest and well-being. not 
merely of our own people but of the 
people of the Isthmus of Panama and 
the people of the civilized countries of 
the world, to take decisive steps to 
bring to an end a condition of affairs 
which had become intolerable. The 
new republic of Panama immediately 
offered to negotiate a treaty with us. 
This treaty I herewith submit. 

“By it our interests are better 
than in the treaty with 
Celombia which was ratified by «the 
Senate at its last session. It is better 
in its terms than the treaties offered 
to us by the republics of Nicaragua 
aud Costa Rica. At last the right to 
begin this great undertaking is made 
available. Panama has done her part. 
All that remains is for the American 
Congress to do its part and fortb- 
with this republic will enter. upon 
the execution of a project colossal 
in its size and of well-nieh loeslen- 
lable possibilities for the good of this 
country and the nations of mank'n(.” 

Next in importance to the Presi- 
dent's discussion of the canal ques- 
tion—dnd in some respects of even 
greater importance—is what he has to 
gay on the subject of capitalistic and 
laboristic trusts, and the maintenance 
of the law. His position on this su“ 
ject is unequivocal, just to all classes 
of citizens. and absolutely impregna- 
ble. “So far as it has power,” he 
‘says. “the consistent policy of the 
national government is to hold in 
check the unscrupulous man, whether 
employer or employé; but to refuse 
to weaken individual initiative, or to 
hamper or cramp the industrial de- 
velopment of the country. These 
words of the Chief Executive will re- 
ceive the hearty and unqualified in- 
dorsement of every  right-thinking 
man and woman: 

“Whenever either corporation, labor 
union or individual, disregards the 
jaw or acts in a spirit of arbitrary and 
tyrannous interference with the rights 
of others, whether corporations or in- 
dividuals, then where the Federal 
government has jurisdiction, it will 
see to it that the misconduct is 
stopped, paying not the slightest heed 
to the position or of the cor- 
poration, the union or the individual, 
but only to one vital fact—that is. 
the question whether or not the con- 
duct of the individual or aggregate of 
individuals is in accordance with the 
law of the land. 

“Every man must be guaranteed 
bis liberty and his right to do as he 
likes with his property or his labor, 
so long as he does not infringe th 
rights of others. No man is above 
the law. and no man is below it: nor 
do we ask any man's permission when 
we require him to obey it. Obedience 
to the law is demanded as a right: 
not asked as a favor. We have cause 
as a nation to be thankful for the 
steps that have been so successfully 
taken to put these principles into 
effect. progress has deen by 
evolution, not by revolution. Noth- 
ing radical has been done; the action 
has been both moderate and resolute. 
Therefore the work will stand. There 
shall be no backward step. If in the 
working of the laws it proves desira- 
ble that they shall at any point be 
expanded or amplified, the amend- 
ment can be made as its desirability 
is shown. Meanwhile they are being 
administered with judgment, but 
insistence upon obedience to them: 
and their need has been emphasized 
in signal fashion by the events of the 
past year.” 

The President reviews the receipts 
and expenditures of the government 
during the past year, and expresses 
the opinion that a substantial equality 
of revenue and expenditure will soon 
be attained. He urges economy, but 
deprecates parsimony in public ex- 
penditures. He favors the appoint- 
ment of a commission to investigate 
and report on legislation needed to 
promote our merchant marine; refers 
to the need for amendments to our 
immigation laws; urges the appropri- 
ation of moneys to be made available 
under the Attorney-General, to aid 
in “the due enforcement of the laws 
of the United States in general, and 
especially of the clyil and criminal 
laws relating to public lands and the 
laws relating to postal crimes and 
offenses and the subject of naturali- 
zation.” The new commercial treaty 
with China is commended. Forest 


preservation is urged, in order that 
the reclamation of our vast aréas of 
arid lands may be made possible. 
The meseage is a strong one, and 
characteristic of the strenuous indi- 
viduality of the President.

ILITARY NECESSITY AND 
TREASON DEFINED. | 


Adjt.-Gen. Bell of the Colorado 
State militia, who has just been called 
to Cripple Creek because of the se- 
rious labor disturbances there, has 
issued a statement defining martial 
law as it is to be enforced in the 
district where it has been proclaimed, 
and treason. ‘Military necessity,” 
Gen. Bell declares, permits of the 
destruction of life or limb of armed 
enemies or other persons whose da- 
struction is incidentally unavoidable. 
It does not admit of cruelty. It ad- 
mits of deception, but disclaims acts 
of perfidy. It is not carried on by 
arms alone.” In defining treason, 
Gen. Bell declares that “armed or 
unarmed resistance by citizens of the 
United States against the lawful 
movement of the militia is treason, 
and the punishment is death.” 

It is well that the general com- 
manding the troops in that part of 
Colorado has defined his position 80 
clearly that there can be no mistak- 
ing his meaning. His clear and con- 
cise definitions may and should have 
the effect to prevent in some degree 
the commission of crime, by placing 
criminally disposed persons under a 
wholesome dread of the consequences 


In any 
event, it will leave no excuse for any- 
body to claim ignorance of the real 
situation; in attempted extenuation 
of crime. 

It is very much to be hoped that 
there will be no need for the troops 
in Colorade to enforce the extreme 
measures of military necessity. The 
existence of this necessity is to be de- 
plored by all citizens, of every State 
and every community. But it is to 
be hoped that if the militia are forced 
to extreme measures their work will 
be so thoroughly performed that it 
will not have to be done over agaln 
very soon. In all cases Of this kind, 
thoroughness in the performance of 
duty, and in the enforcement of law, 
is the most humane, the easiest, the 
quickest, and the best solution of the 
difficulty. The marksmanship of the 
soldiers should be accurate, in order 
to do the most good. 


No well ing, law-abiding per- 
son in an of the United States, 
now or at any time, has the least 
reason to fear the presence of State 
militia or regular troops. The pres- 
ence of troops in all cases of civil 
disorder is for the sole purpose of 
preserving the peace, maintaining 
order, and seeing that the authority 
of the law is duly upheld. American 
soldiers are never used for purposes 
of oppression; never employed to take 
away from any citizen any rights 
guaranteed to him under the Consti- 
tution; but solely and always for the 
preservation of those rights. And it 
is literally true, as Gen. Bell declares, 
that “armed or unarmed resistance 
by citizens of the United States 
against the lawful movement of the 
militia is treason.” This important 
fact has too often deen lost sight of 
in the industrial disturbances that 
have disgraced this country during 
the past few years. Mistaken leniency 
toward rioters who have opposed and 
insulted the militia has in number- 
less instances bred disrespect for the 
authority represented by the military, 
and for all authority. It is time to 
enforce with an unflinching hand the 
mandates of the law; by the regu- 
larly constituted civil authorities, if 
possible; by the strong arm of mil 
tary power, if necessary. 


In his message to Congress the Pres- 
ident has made the so-called issue be- 
tween capital and labor so clear that 
even a Lem Biddle ought to de able to 
understand it—it is merely this: Every 
man must obey the law of the land, 
every corporation must keep within the 
letter of ite rights, the rights of the 
individual are forever paramount. It 

ught not to be necessary to keep 
Wriving home these self-evident facts 
through: outgivings from high places, 
from rostrum and pulpit, and in the 
journals of the nation that dare speak 
the truth, but so long as it is neces- 
sary every good citizen of this great 
republic ought to thank God that there 
is a man at the head of the nation's 
affairs of state who knows the right, 
and knowing, dare maintain. These are 
our masterful President's worde: No 


below it.” And it is upon that rock 
that the republic must stand, or chaos 
has come again and anarchy reigns 
supreme! 


While watching the skies for signs 
of rain and waiting to see what Con- 
gress is going to do for the country in 
hastening work on the Panama Canal, 
let us not lose sight of the fact that 
Los Angeles is still minus a union 
railway station.

The Benjamin Sewell shipped from 
Singapore to Shanghai with a cargo 
of teak. When three days out, she 
‘was struck by a typhoon and lost al) 
three mis. The captain gave the 
order for all hands to abandon the 
ship. Aoki, who tells the story, went 
in a boat in charge of the chief officer, 
together with the third mate and his 
wife, two Japanese seamen, two Ma- 
nila seamen, an American negro, a 
Chinese cook, a Chinese carpenter and 
a Russlan seaman. 

Shortly before sunset, October 10, 
when five miles from the north shore 
of the island, they were attacked by 
four canoes, each manned by about 
twelve savages, armed with knives. 

“At this time,“ says Aoki, “we were 
rowing with three oars, and also had 
a sail made by piercing together blan- 
kets, etc. For provisions we had three 
cans of pineapples and two or three 
of milk and some salt meat and ship's 
biscuit. The savages ran alongside of 
us, and as many as could clambered 
on board and stripped us to our skins, 
not even sparing the women. We all 
had some money, and the chief mate, 
the cook and one of the seamen had 
watches. They pried off all the brass 
work, took out the bow plug, and cap. 
sized the boat. After this they made 
off, having been with us about an 
hour. It was now quite dark, and 
we could not see where they went.“

COURT IS ASKED TO DECIDE BATH-

How Much Water is Necessary and 

What Temperature — Thirty Gallons 

Are Not Enough to Suse the Man of 
the Lawsuit.

Just how much hot water is neces- 
gary to souse the human hide in an 
esthetic and workmanlike manner and 
also how hot it should be, are points 
about to be lerally established by the 
courts. The questions were raised in a 
lawsuit which came to trial yesterday 
before Justice Downing, who is sitting 
for Justice Pierce at the Courthouse. 
The problem is so delicate and intri- 
cate that Justice Downing begged for 
a postponement of the case yesterday 
that he might take due time for con- 
eration. 
The customary legal refuge of the 
“established precedent” is utterly and 
unfortunately lacking in this case. 
One of the few cases of record is a 
lady named Venus, who took baths 
around promiscuous-like, but it has 
been discovered that she left no record 
of thermometer readings or register 
of gallons. Another recorded case is of 
Diogenes, but he seems to have been an 
old hobo who didn’t use water at all. 
Se it may be fairly said that the de- 
cisions are silent,“ as the lawyers are 
accustomed to put it. 
‘This perplexing difficulty has arisen 
in a case brought by the Solar Motor 
Company against a second-hand furnt- 
ture dealer named W. H. Woodham, 
who had a solar motor put in his house 
at Daly and Main streets and refuses to 
pay for it on the ground that it didn’t 
work, The company is suing him for 


Woodham went on the witness stand 
and was very severe on solar motors.
